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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This action is in response to the appeal brief decision filed on 8/23/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5 are allowed over the prior art. 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) has reversed the 
examiner in this case. As a result, the claims are allowed. 

Specifically, the BPAI concluded that the combination of Lee et al (US Patent No. 
6,535,493 B1) and Dutta et al (US Patent Publication No. 2004/0122976 A1) fail to 
disclose a mobile communication device binding a home address of a first network 
interface, which loses network connectivity, with one of a home address and a care-of- 
address of a second network interface. 

Therefore, claims 2-5 are considered allowable by the BPAI due to reasons 
presented within the reversal. 

Conclusion
